The Youth Hostel 
Issues Good Report; 
Ambitious Program

The second annual report of 
the American Youths Hostel hus 
been issued and shows that the 
organization has made a tre- 
mendous stride forward since its 
doors were opened in Deeember, 
1934. 

Toduy there are 76 hostels 
chartered and these have shelt- 
ered 13,500 overnight guests at a 
charge not exceeding twenty-five 
cents per night. In 19360 there 
were 4797 puss holders. In 1934 
the American organization be- 
came u part of the International 
movement as the 18th member. 
Edgar A. Livingston is the audi- 
tor und his report for the year 
ending December 31, 1936 shows 
total assets of properties, equip- 
ment, ete., of $26,674 and total 
liabilities upon the same of $31,- 
038. The income for the year 
wus $17,894 and the expenditures 
$16,243. 

At the meeting of the National 
Board an ambitious program was 
presented and promises a full de- 
velopmnt of the hostel idea in 
New. England; a raising of all 
standards and an aggressive ex- 
pansion in other sections of the 
states where sullicient supervi- 
sion can be afforded. Directors 
Monroe and Isabel Smith have 
done a Yeomans service for the 
movement and whatever success 
has come to it, is through their 
efforts of sacrifice and devotion. 

The budget for this year calls 
for an expenditure of $73,500. 
With an_ estimated income of 
$33,500 about $40,000 must be 
secured through the generous 
gifts of its friends. 

The Youth Hoste! movement is 
a national undertaking; it is 
wholly altruistic. No personal 
profit accrues to any individual, 
all funds being wholly used in 
the interest of and in the ad- 
vancement of the work. North- 
fleld should give full and com- 
plete encouragement to the 
movement. Not only is the local 
hostel No. 1 located here in the 
former Sankey premises but the 
national headquarters are situat- 
ed here.

HENRY CABOT LODGE, JR. 


Among’some of the utterances 
he eunciated were: 

“A ruthless man—who might 
sometime come—taking advant- 
age of the precedent which the 
President now proposes to estab- 
lish, would appoint puppet 
judges to the supreme court. 

“Thomas Jefferson implied it 
is better to toss a coin and abide 
by the flip of heads or tails than 
to put your faith in the hands 
af a puppet judge. 

“Shall -we say to every future 
presidential — candidate, ‘What 
sort of constitution have you in 
mind; how many members do 
you want to-.add or take away 
from the supreme court? If you 
propose so,me_ fundamental 
change in our government do 
you want to amend the constitu- 
tion or do you want to amend 
the court?’ 

“Or shall we say to the peoples 
of the United States :— 

“The future of our sons and 
daughters is secure. The United 
States shall ‘continue under a 
written constitution. If there is 
toa be a change in the fundament- 
a] law of he land, we, the people, 
shall decide it. 

« |. Let us not exchange the 
slavery of the machine age for 
the bondage of bureaucracy, let 
us restore the promise of Ameri- 
can life without being ground 
under foot either by the tyranny 
of politics or the tyranny of 
money. We got rid of the politi- 
cal tyrant when we won our in- 
dependence as a nation. We can 
shake off the tyranny of money. 

“An economic royalist is bad, 
but so is a poHtical royaHst. In- 
deed, the political royalist is 
worse because -he sooh becomes 
an economic royalist as well. We 
need not, we must not go from 
the frying pan into the fire.” 

Senator Lodge declared there 
are “in the Senate more Demo- 
crats than Repwblicans opposed” 
to President Roosevelt’s court 
reorganization proposal.

The articles in last week’s 
Press on getting New England 
ready for the summer tourist has 
evidenced considerable interest.

The Back Yard Gardener 


Say, did I get educated last 
week? Ordinarily, when I visit a 
nurseryman it’s just to buy some 
plants. ut this day I decided to 
pay a social visit. 

For one thing, I found that 
roses are handled a good deal 
differently than they used to be. 
You know we always used to buy 
our roses in a dormant stage with 
bare roots, but now they are pot- 
ted into paper pots during March 
and@ then they are put into a dark 
cold frame which causes the 
roots to develop rathen than the 
tops. Some time in May the cov- 
ers of the cold frame are remov- 
ed and the plants sold. This way 
you can transplant them as late 
as July without too much danger 
of harming or killing the bush. 
Of course, these are a little bit 
more expensive than roses 
handled the ofher method, but 
the prices are still quite reason- 
able. 

It is still possible to buy roses 
dormant, but my nurseryman 
guide told me that if you want 


to handle roses in the dormant ‘ 


stage May 15 is the very latest 
dete that you should attempt to 
da it. 

Well, this led me to ask about 
other things in storage, and he 
took me fnto his huge cool, dark- 
emed room, that wae just 
efammed = full of deciduous 
shrubs and trees of all kinds that 
had been dug late in the fall. He 
hod their roots packed in wet 
sawdust and he watered them
